HEN. we contemplate, that the Formation of the World» 
c was the Work of that Omnipotent Alwiſe Being, who 
formed and created the beautiful Syſtem of the Univerſe, how then 
ought we to adore his holy Name, for his infinite Goodneſs and 
Mercy to wards the Children of Men; for before he was pleaſed to 
command this vaſt World into Perfection, the Elements and the 
Materials of the Creation, lay blended without Form or Diſtine- 
tion.

in periodically commanding it from Chaos to Perfection. 


The _— ſhewed the FIRST Inſtance of his Power, by 
commanding Light, and __ it was good; he gave it his ſacred 
Approbation and diſtinguiſhed it by a new Name, calling the 
Light Day, and Darkneſs he called Night; and in order to keep 
new framed Matter within juſt Limits, the SECOND Period was 
employed in laying the Foundation of the Heavens, which he * 
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the Firmament, which was to keep the Waters within the Clouds, 
and those below chem aſunder; On the THIRD Perod, he com- 
manded thoſe Waters within due Bounds, on the Retreat of which, 
dry Land appeared, which he called Earth, and the Waters which 
gathered together he called Seas; the Earth being yet irregular 
and uncultivated, GOD ſpake the Word, and Nature covered it 
with a moſt beautiful Carpet of Flowers, Plants, Trees, Herbs, 
and Shrubs of all Sorts, in full Growth and Perfection.

might contemplate on his great Wiſdom, and juſtly praiſe his 
divine Majeſty and Glory. On the FIFTH Period he com- 
manded the Waters o bring forth a variety of Fiſh for our Uſe: 
And in order to imprint on Man a reverential Awe of his divine 
Omnipotency, he created large Whales, which, with other living 
Monſfers, brought forth abundantly. On the FIFTH Period he 
alſo created the Birds to fly in the Air, that Man might pleaſe both 
his Eyes and his Ears, in being delighted with ſome, for their moſt 
beautiful Plumage and uncommon Inſtinct, and others for their 
melodious Notes. On the SIXTH Period he created the Beaſts of 
the Field, and Reptiles t crawl upon the Earth, wherein we ma 
plainly perceive, his divine Goodneſs and Mercy were made manifelt 
in all his Proceedings, by producing what Effects he pleaſed, 
without the Help of natural Cauſes, ſuch as giving Light to the 
World before he created the Sun, and to make the E fruitful, 
and to bring forth Plants without the Influence of Heavenly Bodies. 
He did not create the Beaſts of the Field, until he had provided 
them with ſufficient Herbage; nor did he make Man, till he had 
fitted his Houſe, and furniſhed it with every thing requiſite for 
Life and for Pleaſure. Then to dignify the Works of his Hands, 
he made Man after his own Image, who came into the World, 
with greater Pomp than any of the Creatures that were before him,

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as they came with no other Ceremony, than a Dixit Deus. GOD 
ſpake the Word, but in the Workmanſhip of Man, there was 
a Conſultation of the Bleſſed Trinity, ſaying, let Us make Man;”

his Noſtrils was breathed the Breath of Life, and he became a 
living Soul. In this one Creature was amaſſed every Thing that

FROM the earlieſt Period, Mankind ever had the moſt con-

This noble Science may juſtly be ſaid to com- 
prehend the whole of the other Six; as by Gramman, we correctly 
expreſs the Subſtance of our Obſervations; by RugToric, we 
forcibly impreſs the Truths therein contained; by Locic, we 
proceed to demonſtrate thoſe Truths; by ARITHMETIS, we make 
our Calculations; by GzOME TRV, we meaſure the Magnitudes | 
and Diſtances of thoſe vaſt Orbs; and finally, we cannot but 3 
ſubſcribe to the Harmony of the whole, where there is not the 1 
leaſt Diſcord to be found in any of its Parts. In ſhort it is by 
the help of this ſublime Science, that Mankind are enabled to

The Hive MNolle Orders 1 Architecture. 


THE Tuscax is the moſt Simple and Solid of the five Orders 
in Architecture; it was invented in "Tuſcany, from whence it derives 
its Name; its Column is ſeven Diameters high; its Capital, Baſe, 
and Intablature, have but few Mouldings or Ornaments, yet there 
is a peculiar Beauty in its Simplicity, which adds to its Value, and 
makes it fit to be used in Structures, where the more rich and 
delicate Orders would be deemed improper. 
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THE Doprc is the moſt agreeable to Nature, and moſt Antient, 
it was invented by the Dorians a People of Greece; its Column is 
eight Diameters high; it has no Ornaments either on Baſe or Capital, 
except the Mouldings, its Freeze is diſtinguiſhed by Triglyphs and 
Metophs, and the T riglyphs compoſe the 8 of the Freeze; 
the Compoſition of this Pillar is both Grand and Noble, and is 


therefore principally uſed in warlike Structures, where Strength and

a noble, but rough Simplicity is required. 


THE Ionic bears a kind of mean Proportion, between the 

more ſolid and delicate Orders. The firſt Idea of its Inventian, 
was given by the Ionians a People of Greece; its Column 
is nine Diameters high, its Capital is adorned with Volutes, and 
its Cornice has Dentils or ſimple Modilions., and Hiſtory informs 
us, that the famous Temple of Diana at Epheſus, was of this Order 


THE ConrTterax is the richeſt of the five Orders in Archi- 
tecture; it is deemed a Maſter-piece of Art, and was invented at 
Corinth by Calimacus; its Column is ten Diameters high; its 
Capital is adorned with two Rows of Leaves and eight Volutes, 
which ſuſtain the Abaccus; this Order is principally uſed in ſtately 
and ſuperb Structures. 


The Comyrosrr, or compound Roman Order, is derived from 
the other four Orders, and to the Romans we are indebted for 
its Invention; its Column is ten Diameters high, and is quartered 
round as the Tuſcan and Doric; its Capital hath the Volutes of 
the Ionic, the two Rows of Leaves of the Corinthian, and its 
Cornice has Dentils or ſimple Modilions; this Order is 


r principally uſed in Structures, where Strength, Elegance, and 


Beauty are diſplayed,

- AS Tux Tracino-Boasp is for the Maſter to lay down his 
Lines, and draw his Deſings upon, the better to enable the Craft

THE Roven AsaLax is a Stone, rough and unhewn as taken 
from the Quary, but by the Skill and Induſtry of the Workman, it is 
brought into due Form, and rendered fit for the intended Building ; 
So is the Mind of Man, in its infant and primitive State, rough 
and unpoliſhed like unto that Stone; but by a liberal Education, 
and pious Example of his Parents or Guardians, his intelectual 
Powers are called forth, his Reaſon, Penetration, Perception, and 
his Judgement become cultivated, and he is thereby rendered a 
fit Member for a poliſhed and civiliſed Society.

The perfection of Virtue, is, to give 
reaſon its full Scope; to obey the authority of Conſcience 
with Alacrity ; to exerciſe the defenſive paſſions with Fortitude, 
the public with Juſtice, and the private with Temperance; 
that is, in due proportion to each other. To love and adore 
Goo with diſintereſted Affection, and to acquieſce in his kind 
Providence with a calm Reſignation, is the ſureſt Step towards 
the test of Virtue, and an approach to Perfection and Happineſs; 
$0 is a Deviation therefrom, to that of Vice and Miſery.

OF all the Arts which Masons profeſs, the Art o 
particularly diſtinguiſnes them. TaciturniTY is a proof of 
Wiſdom, and is allowed to be of the utmoſt Importance in the 
different tranſactions of Life. The best Writers have declared it 
to be an Art of inestimable Value; and that it is agreeable to the 
Deity himſelf may be ealily conceived, from the glorious Example 
which he gives, in concealing from Mankind, the Secrets of his 
Providence; as no May can pry into the Arcaxa of Heaven, 
nor can they Divine to-day, what to-morrow may bring forth. 

Many en may be adduced from Hiſtory, to ſnew the high 
Veneration, that was paid to the Art of Secrecy by the Antients, 
Piixv informs us, that AnaxAarcuvs being impriſoned with a 
view to extort from him ſome Secrets, with which he had been 
Intrusted, and dreading that exquiſite 'Torture might induce him 
to betray his Trust, bit his Tongue off in the midd:e, and threw it 
in the Face of Nicockrox the Tyrant of Cyprus. — No Torments 
could make the Servants of PLancus, betiay the Secreis of their 
Master; with Fortitude they encountered every Pain, and ſtrenuouſſy 
ſupported their Fidelity, amidst the mos t ſevere Tortures, till Deatn 
put a period to their Sufferings.— The ArnENIAXS bowed to a 
Statue of Braſs, which was repreſented without a Tongue, to denote 
Secrecy.—T he Ecyeertians worſhiped HARTOc RATES, the God of 
Silence, who was always repreſented, holding his Fingure to his 
Mouth. — The Romans had their Goddeſs of Silence, named 
AnGEnona, to whom they offered Worſhip. F 

Lvcuseus the celebrated Lawgiver, as well as PyTwacoars, 
the great ScnoLas, particularly recommended this Virtue; eſpeci- 


is ally the Lasr, who kept his Disciples ſilent during five Yezcrs, that 


they might learn the valuable Secrets, he had to communicate unto 
them; this Evinces, that were the Secrets of Masownrxy made common 
or indiſcriminately Beſtowed, the wh, © of our Inſtituion, would 
be Subverted, and if made Familiar, like many other important 
Matters, would lefſen their Value, and fink into Dizsrepute.

EMBLems, are Chalk, Charcoal and Clay, to ſhew, that we as Fuazy- 
Masons, ſerve with Freedom, Fervency, and Zeal; for there is 
nothing ſo Free for the uſe of Man as Cbalk, as it ſeldom touches, 
but it — its Trace; there is nothing fo Fervent as Charcoal, 
for when lighted, no Metal is enabled te reſiſt its force; and there

FROM the Building of the Temple of JERUSALEM, to the 
Babylonian Captivity, F rEE-MASONs Lodges were Dedicated to 
King Solomon; from thence, to the. Deſtruction of the 


Temple, (by Trrus in the Reign of the Emperor Vzseason,)
